Sr. PETERSBURG, July 27.—In 
spite of the general unfavorable symp 
toms in the situation between Austria- 
Hungary and Servia and of the effect 
produced by the arrest in Hungary of 
Gen. Radomir Putulk, chief of the Serv- 
ian general staff, a better feeling was 
noticeable here today as the result of 
yesterday's diploma tie conferences. 

It is understood that the long inter- 
view between Sergius Sazonoff, the Rus- 
sian foreign minister, and the Austrian 
ambassador especially wus responsible 
for this improvement of sentiment. This 
meeting was desired by both gides. 

VIENNA READY TO TALK. 

The fact that Vienna does not refuse 
to discuss the points at issue is inter- 
preted as a happy symptom, although 
Russia's attitude has been firm since the 
beginning of the crisis. 

The Russian government at the same 
time is anxious to negotiate with Vienns 
in order by such a discussion to delay 
any act which may prove irreparable. 

GERMANS’ STAND LIKED. 

Germany's repudiation of auy com- 
plicity in Austria's ultima tum to Rervia 
has made a good impression and the ef- 
forte of Great Britain and Italy in the 
direction of peace have had the best 
effect. It is also stated that whatever 
Austrid may be doing at home It Js 
adopting a changed note in dip:omacy.

CONFERENCE IN BERLIN. 


Formally Notifies Neighbor 
Regarding Mobilization 
in Event of 
Strife.

BERLIN, July 27.—Emperor Wil- 
liam, who returned to Potedam this 
afternoon from his interrupted holiday 
cruise in Norwegian waters to take con- 
trol of the political situation, is regarded 
by his people as the man of the hour. 

They firmly believe the question of 
peace or a general Buropean war is 
primarily in his hands. If he comes 
into Berlin tonight, where Unter den 
Linden and the great square flanking 
the royal castle are thronged with crowds 
ready to acclaim him, he will have left 
no doubt as to the eager enthusiasm 
wherewith the nation looks to him at 
this critical juncture. 


MAY TAKE 1909 STAND. 

Germany expects him, if occasion 
afises, to do what he did in 1909 when 
Russia's threats to support Servia in 
protest against Austria's annexation of 
Bosnia and Herzegovina brought Europe 
to the brink of a conflagration. 

That was the time when the kaiser 
in his own picturesque phrase donned 
his “shining armor” and, taking his 
place alongside his Austrian ally, gave 
the csar firmly to understand that a 
move in Russia in the direction of antag- 
onism would mean the prompt release of 
the German dogs of war. 

MEANT IMMEDIATE PEACE. 

That ended the crisis‘ and Russia sum- 
martiy, though sullenly, withdrew its 
opposition to annexation and peace set- 
tled down on Europe without further 
ado. 

On all patriotic lips in Germany to- 
night is the question, “ Will the kaiser 
again put on his shining armor?”

KAISER BUSY CONFERRING. 

The kaiser looked bronzed and fresh 
after three weeks afloat on the Norwe- 
gian fjords when he alighted from the 
royal train at Potedam this afternoon, 
but his countenance nevertheless bore 
evidence of his grave state of mind. 
fie plunged forthwith into an animated 
conversation with Imperial Chancellor 
von Bethmann-Hollweg, Grand Admiral 
von Tirpits, the secretary of the navy, 
and Gen. von Moltke, chief of the gen- 
era! staff, and then drove post baste to 
the new palace, where he remained in 
conference with his political, military, 
and naval chieftains the rest of the 
afternoon. 

OFFICIAL VIEW OF CRISIS. 

Tun Trinuns correspondent is au- 
thorized to make the following state- 
ment as depicting the official German 
view of the situation tonight: 

The situation is unmistakably less 
explosive than twenty-four hours ago. 
It is yet not entirely devoid of danger, 
but it has at least not become aggra- 
vated. Everything continues to depend 
on the attitude of Russia. The fact it 
so far has made no ulterior move of 
any kind is a hopeful sign. 

Germany does not take seriously the 
vague reports of the mobilization of 
some of the Russian army, although 
the St. Petersburg government prob- 
ably l taking certain elementary mili- 
tary precautions the same as its neigh- 
bors are doing. 

BIG POWERS SEEK PEACE. 

The feverish efforts now in progress 
in every great capital of Hurope to 
end the wat before it really begins show 
that neither England, France, nor Rus- 
gia wants to fight.

EUROPEAN MARKETS PANICKY 

LONDON, July 27—The London stock 
exchange, which opened half an hour 
earlier than usual, was comparatively 
calm at the opening, the opinion prevail- 
ing that war would be averted. Me mar- 
ket, however, soon became panicky, and 
on the arrival of the bulk of the brokers 


the demoralization of Saturday being re- 
peated. 

British consols, which opened nominally 
at 73%, dropped to 73, and then by quick 
stages to 71%, or nearly two points below 
Saturday. German, Austrian, and Rus- 
sian bonds went down for one to two 
points, and practically the whole list fol- 
lowed the example. This was largely due 
to compulsory liquidation on local and

French Bankers Suspend Deals. 

PARIS, July 27.—The French Bankers’ 
association, whose members do a large 
business in stocks for their customers, 
announced today that all stock opera- 
tions would be suspended for the pres- 
ent on account of the international Sit- 
uation and of the closing of the bourses 
tin Vienna, Brussels, and other cities. 

The bourse opened with a somewhat 
reassured feeling owing to the fact that 
hostilities between Austria-Hungary 
and Servia had not actually begun. Gov- 
ernment 3 per cents were quoted at from 
78 to 78.50, but there were few transac- 
tions. Parisian bank shares recovered 
slightly, but Russian government bonds 
were quoted fractionally lower. 


Berlin Stock Market Nervous. 

BERLIN, July 27.—A more optimistic 
view prevailed on the stock exchange 
at the opening today. Some securities, 
particularly German banksfi recovered 
strongly, and the panicky feeling of F'ri- 
day and Saturday was absent. 

The stock market later became un- 
steady, Canadian Pacifics particularily 
falling on reports from London. 

The leading bankers of the German Cap- 
ital met and agreed on measures to pro- 
tect the stock market and to encourage 
the public not to unload securities. The 
meeting voted in favor of giving credits 
under special terms to brokers, and decid- 
ed to call for margins from private in- 
vyestors only when the market value of 
securities had reached the lowest point 
consistent with safety. 


Brussels Bourse Ordered Closed. 

BRUSSELS, July 27.—The bourse was 
ordered closed by the governing commit- 
tee pending international developments. 

The bourse committee has learned that 
since the closing on Saturday, selling 
orders amounting to about $200,000,000 
have been received.

Stocked Up Abroad. 

There have been enormous sales of 
wheat for export from thi country ever 
since the new wheat became available. 
and several big cargoes have been worked 
to Adriatic ports. This was taken to in- 
dicate that quiet preparations for trou- 
ble have been going on for some time. 
Owing to the partial failure of the Hun- 
garian crop, Austria has bought quite a 
few cargoes of American wheat, some of 
it going to Trieste. The demand for 
American wheat also has been increased 
dy the poor outlook for the wheat crop in 
Russia. 

The extent of the foreign demand for 
wheat was indicated by the weekly ship- 
ments of grain from this country and 
Canada, the total being 9,160,000 bushels, 
nearly a from this country. The week's 
exports probably are the largest on rec- 
ord.

| THE COST OF WORRY. 
‘Testifying before the Wisconsin vice commission, 
Dr. John M. Beffel of Milwaukée listed among the 
prolific causes for the downfall of girls physical ex- 
haustion and worry. Those lines of work where 
the strain ts excessive, he said, invariably yield 
larger numbers of fallen women than industries 
that are less trying on a girl’s health and nerves. 
Continuous exhaustion and worry breed dangerous 
moral indifference. 

The statement of the doctor, who evidently 
speaks with authority, or he would not be called 
by this state vice commission, emphasizes the mul- 
tifarious difficulties which every crusade on vice 
must meet. Worry and exhaustion as causes of 
immorality are far more difficult to combat than 
light-mindedness and want of proper parental super- 
vision over children. Parents can be warned to 
look after their sons and daughters more closely. 
The light-minded girl may be impressed with the 
seriousness of the step she is taking. But it is less 
easy to avoid physical exhaustion and worry. 

These latter are things that do not come in the 
grasp of either the girl or of her parents. They fall 
in the province of industry. How to abolish ex- 
haustion and worry from the lives not only of girl 
workers but of all workers is a problem that goes 
far beyond the range of vice crusaders and morals 
iaspectors. ‘ 


CHILD LABOR REMEDIES. 

Reformers in the state of New Jersey are jubilant 
because of a law passed in that state conferring the 
powers of a labor inspector upon truant officers and 
policemen. By means of this law they think they 
will be able to abolish all child labor in that state. 

The jubilee of the reformers is justifiable in one 
sense. They have gained their point. The law they 
urged was passed. When the question of chili labor 
is viewed in ite entirety, however, there seems to be 
little reason for rejoicing. Remedies for the eradica- 
tion of child labor will have to strike deeper than a 
mere widening of the powers of a truant officer.

What drives children to work today most often is 
extreme want superinduced by unemployment, sick- 
ness, or death of the father. No remedy for child 
labor, therefore, that Coes not strike at poverty itself 
can be considered more than a palliative. The New 

Jersey law may prevent the exploitation of children 
by employers. It does not reach down deep enough, 
however, to touch the root of the child labor evil. 


THE HISTRIONIC INTEREST. 

Celebrated French trials have more interest than 
merely that which theatrically relates to a person 
defending life after taking it. They are revela- 
tional of French temperament, habits, thought, 
social organization. Our celebrated cases may 
the same savor for other nationalities. It is a point 
to be considered that France and America make 
more cable news in criminal courts than do the 
English or Germans, i 

We do not recall—which may be merely faulty 
memory or may make the point—an English or 
German case which made cable news a8 did the 
Thaw case or the Steinhell case or as the Caillaux 
case does now. , 

French court procedure may be better adapted 
for the purposes of larger justice than our own. To 
our notion it lacks propriety. It allows emotional- 
ism full vent. Asa result judges, jury, witnesses, 
prosecutors, and defendants are in a constant dram- 
atization of their feelings. The theatric episode 
is every other moment’s possibility. If manners 
were not highly developed this extemporization of 
drama would be impossible. When a climax needs

It may be their opinion that it is fight or fall. 
Burope cannot afford a general war. Cities cannot 
afford general Ares, but occasionally they burn nev- 
ertheless. Russia might permit Austria to force 
acceptance of its demands upon Servia and merely 
prevent an extension of Austrian territory, but 
coercion would weaken a buffer state and offend 
the nationalism which now ig a Russian asset. 

Germany might permit Rassia to aid Servia, but 
that would weaken Austria and might hasten the 
disintegration of the dual monarchy to the advan- 
tage of a powerful rival. It would seem easier to 
prevent than to localize such a war. 


BANK SUPERVISION. 

A private bank in a small city of northwestern 
Oilinois publishes an attractive illustrated folder 
containing the following legend on the cover: 
* Capital, $35,000. Responsibility, $150,000.” The 
meaning of this is to be gathered from the follow- 
ing quotation from the text of the booklet: 

“It may not be generally known that stockholders 
in national and state banks are only liable to 
depositors in double the amount of the capital stock 
of the bank, but such is the fact. The directors 
may be beld personally liable in certain cases for 
the violation of law, but not in the regular course 
of business: thus it can be seen that such limita. 
‘tion on responsibility is for the protection of the 
stockholder, and it is a delusion for one to think 
that if he deposits hie money in a national bank 
the government stands behind the bank to secure 
his deposits, and the belief that the depositors in a 
state bank are protected by the state on thei) 
deposits is equally erroneous, for in both cases the 
stockholder is only legally liable for double his 
stock.” 

The foregoing is a statement literally true as to 
its flat assertions and absolutely false as to the 
implication obviously intended. A comparison of 
the respective losses of depositors in national banks 
and private banke would dispose of this implica. 
tion, but nothing is said of this. It does not leave 
a favorable impression of the good faith of the 
managers of this bank that it should stoop to such 
deceit. 

The fact that a private banker is legally re- 
sponsible to the full extent of hie private means 
offers no consolation to the depositor who finds that 
Pithe private banker's means have disappeared. | 
What he wants is safeguards thrown about the use 
of his money to prevent it from being lost. Super- 
vision and laws directing proper methods of banking 
are not absolute guaranties of safety, but in the 
great majority of cases they offer far better secur. | 
ity than can be given without them. 

The failure of state supervision in the Lorimer- 
Munday bank case, while it will be used by the

Retirement from the army and mar- 
riage did not mean any settling down in 
Lord Dunraven's case. The outbreak of 
the Franco-Prussian war saw him once 
more in the field as a special correspond- 
ent for one of the big London dailies. He 
likewise managed to see something of the 
Carlist rebellion in Spain and of the Rue 
sian war with Turkey in 1877, in between 
times scouring the Rockies for big game 
with his friend and guide, Buffalo Bill, 
shooting tigers in India, elephants in Cey- 
lon, and lions in Central Africa. 

He also ran for a spell a weekly paper 
as well as a theater in London, tn which 
he sank a considerable sum of money. 

He owed his first political appointment 
to William Ewart Gladstone, who slated 
him for the position of lord in waiting to 
Queen Victoria. But he abandoned the 
Liberals, owing to their attitude in the 
Russo-Turkish crisis in 1877, and joined 
the Conservatives. He was twice under

GLUTEN BREAD.—" Mix one pound of 
Fluten flour with three-fourths of a pint

Gluten bread, like gluten biscuit, is some- 
times made with eggs. The-prescription 
of the doctor helps to decide whether salt 
shall be added and whether eggs. If the 
fufferer who needs the bread has a com- 
plication of diseases, one of them may 
make it necessary that all his food be 
without salt. Eggs are forbidden in few 
cases, and, as they add a good deal of food 
value, it may be desirable to put them in 
the bread, where they may be better tol- 
erated than when put into any other food 
or served plain, 
The recipe for biscuits from the same 
book, the authors have names hard to re- 
member, is as follows: 
JEFFRIES GLUTEN BISCUTT.—" One 
cupful of gluten flour and one cupful of 
best bran previously scaided must be 
mixed thoroughly; one teaspoon baking 
powder, salt to taste, two eggs, one cup 
milk or water.“ 


— 
Probably it would be hard to find a brand 
of gluten flour without its own recipes, 
and the value f other recipes is then only 
that they may suggest some slight change 
or addition that would make the bread 
made by those of the package more at- 
tractive or palatable. The following recipe 
is probably always made witb one specta! 
brand of flour, but it is given to the world 
without the mention of that brand, as 
good for any. It is a recipe used for mak- 
ing gluten bread eaten by hundreds of in- 
valids: 

GLUTEN BREAD.—“ One pint of water 
‘one-third cream), three and three-quar- 
ters cups of 40 per cent gluten flour, one 
yeast cake, one teaspoon salt. Put the 
yeast to soak in one-fourth cup additional 
water. When sufficiently softened, add to 
the one pint of warm water. If convenient 
to use one-third cream, scald the cream 
and add to the remaining two-thirds pint 
of warm water. Makea sponge by adding 
one and three-fourths cups of gluten flour 
and the salt, and set away to rise. ‘When 
light and full of bubbles, add the remain- 
der of the four. Knead thoroughly; let 
rise until light; then shape into a loaf. 
Place in a buttered bread tin. Bake ina 
hot oven three-quarters of an hour to an 
hour.“
